stant death of three men and serious 
Injury to five.

Tho Injured are: 
Brown, ordinary 


seaman; Gaught, first-class seaman; 
Mansdalo, ordinary seaman; Puruck- 
or, ordinary seaman; Thursdale.'ordl- 
nary seaman. 


The Iowa was In the gulf at target 


practice with heavy guns and the for- 
ward port 12-Inch piece had been load- 
ed for fire. 
Tho charge was placed 


and a tlmo fuse intended to cxplodo at 
1,700 
yards attached. 


Premature Explosion. 


The report of the gun as It was fired 


was followed Immediately by a second 
report, the shell having exploded pre- 
maturely. The gun was wrecked, over 
twelve feet being shattered by the ter- 
rific force of tho exploding shell. Just 
as tho explosion occurred the call to 
moss at 12 o'clock was Hounded and 
about twenty men had gathered for 
dinner on the berth deck. 


The pieces of shuttered steel wont 


In all directions, three pieces weigh- 
ing over a ton each passed downward 
through the spar and gun deck to the 
third deck, falling upon the men at 
mess. 


Severs Head From Body. 


Three were Instantly killed, tho head 


of Klrst-Class Seaman Klele being sev- 
ered from his body, while the remain- 
Ing two were terribly mutilated. Tho 
shattered plccex of steel 
continued 


down through this deck to the ar- 
mored or protected deck, where tho 
licavy armored steel stopped the mis- 
siles from going further down on tho 
machinists and firemen. 


Tho deck of the Iowa was torn as 


though tho heavy steel 
was paste- 


board, and pieces of the exploded gun 
and shell struck In various portions of 
tho vessel, doing terrible damage. Had 
tho explosion taken place live min- 
utes later tho list of casualties would 
have been ton times greater, as the 
men were coming down the gangway 
to tho mcsxroom when It happened. 
Great holes were torn In the 
tlireo 


places as the heavy pieces of stcol 
passed downward. 


Shell Is Defective. 


Tho men In the twelve-Inch turret 


were not Injured, and experienced lit- 
tle more shock than Is usual when tho 
large.pieces are llred. The cause of 
the explosion, so far as known, was a 
defective shell or fuse. The piece was 
In good condition, having been fired 
about a dozen times during the last 
two days, and the officer In charge ot 
the turret, Lieut. Reed, had made an 
Inspection only a few minutes prior. 


The Iowa was twelve miles out from 


Pensacola, and immediately ceased 
practice and came to the city, whero 
tho facts were reported to Hear Ad- 
miral Hlgglnson. Surgeons from other 
ships of the licet were signaled to as- 
sist the surgeon of tho lawn, and tho 
Injured were cared for. Tho three men 
killed were then brought ashore and 
embalmed. They will bo burled with 
military honors lit the navy yard.

IN-LAW ALSO AN ALDERMAN. • 


ELECTED FIFTY 
YEARS 
AGO 


John Carlin A'so an Alderman From 


the Fourth Ward, This 


City in 1853. 


One of the curious and Interesting 


features of the recent .election was 
the fact that Alderman-elect Charles 
Schwartz In the Fourth" ward, 
was 


elected alderman on tho same day 
that titty years ago his wife's father, 
the late John Carlin, was elected al- 
derman from tho same ward. 


Mr. Carlin was elected aldurman 


from the Fourth ward on tho llrst 
munlcipnl election held In Janosville 
after tile city was Incorporated. He 
served but one year but throughout 
his life here was prominent In city 
affairs. 
Ho died in 18H8 and his 


widow lives with Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 


Charles Schwartz. 


Three Aldermen 
When Mr. Carlin was elected there 


were three alderman from the Fourth 
ward mid his two companions in the 
city council were George W. Taylor 
and George H. Wlllistini. 


Early Days 


Mr. Carlin served In the council 


in those days when the 
railroads 


were tallied about and all eoinnuml> 
cation with tho outside world was 
•.ione t>y Htugu and horse back riding. 
He was one of tho :ploners of this 
section of the country and was a con- 
tractor and builder. 
It was he who 


built the piers for the railroad near 
the Monterey bridge, 
taking 
twd 


years to complete the work. 


Notable Election 
This first election was notable for 


more than ono thing.. 
Asldo from 


its being tin; .Initial step of tho vil- 
lage into cityhood it was marked by 
one ol tho largest conflagrations that 
had occurred to the little village. 
The Stevens house, the largest of 
the three hotels of the city caught 
flre and was burned to the ground. 
At that timo the city boasted of. three 
hoftelrles, ono on tho ground where 
tho Methodist church 
stands 
on 


Court street and tho Stage house 
where the Myers now is and the Stev- 
ens bonne. 
The loss of the Stevens 


house was keenly felt and 
voters 


turntvl out from the polls to keep the 
flre from destroying the entire city. 


Interesting Facts 


It Is a Ktrange coincidence that Mr. 


Carlin'n Hon-ln-law should celebrate 
the golden anniversary of his father- 
in-law'a election by himself being el- 
ected to the same ofllce In tho same 
wnrd. 
Mr. Carlin was married the 


same year he was alderman and lat- 
er removed to Iowa and thenco west- 
ward, dying In Colorado while en 
rome to tho Pacific coast.

TO CALL STEIKE 


AFFRONTS WALKING DELEGATE 


Contractor Refuses to Bow to Him and 


Court Holds Subsequent Action by 
the Association to Be Unjust, Un- 
reasonable and Without the Law. 


New York; April in.—Ono of the 


most Important legal decisions ever 
announced In the state on the <inos- 


. tlon of the right of a lalior union to or- 
der a strike was handed down by the 
Appellate division of 
the 
Supreme 


court. 


It Is In effect that a labor union has 


cot the right to order Its men to quit 
•work where they arc In receipt of the 
wages demanded by the organization, 
and where there Is no attempt to cm- 
ploy nonunion workers, but where the 
only question over which there Is any 
difference Is a refusal of the employer 
to recognize the union or Its represen- 
tative. 


Refuses Recognition. 


In the controversy which led to tho 


decision the Amalgamated Painters 
and Decorators, one of the constituent 
unions of the United Board of Build- 
ing Trades, Is the principal figure. 
Some of Its members were working 
for John Beanie, a master palntt*-, 
who had contracted to decorate the 
home of William B. Leeds, 887 Fifth 
avenue. 
A question arose as to tho 


recognition of the union by Beattle. 
and he refused to treat with Its walk- 
ing delegates. 
Thereupon the union 


threatened that If Bcattle maintained 
his position It would declare a strike 
of Its members. 


Secures Injunction. 


As this meant a financial loss to 


Bcattle, ho met the threat by apply- 
ing to the Supreme court for an Injunc- 
tion restraining David Cullnnan, presi- 
dent of the union, from ordering any 
such strike, or tho body from carry- 
Ing Into effect, any order of the kind 
that might be given. A preliminary 
Injunction was granted, and after tho 
hearing the complaint was dismissed. 
The strike was ordered and Beattle 
lost his contract. 
He took the case 


to the appellate division and the pres- 
ent decision Is the result. Written by 
Judge Mclaughlin,' and concurred In 
by all the other judges. 


It says In part: 


Denies Right to Strike. 


"The sole question Is whether tho 


defendant, because the plaintiff would 
not in a formal way recognize the as- 
sociation, or for an alleged affront 
to its walking delegate, has the right 
to malaclously cause parties who have 
entered Into contracts with him to 
deliberately break them by means of 
threat to, or actually, cause a strike 
of all the workmen In the employ of 
such parties. 


"The methods here employed to com- 


pel the plaintiff to accede to the de- 
mands of the defendants arc unjust, 
unreasonable on:! such a« 
tho 
law 


does not recognize and will not tol- 
erate. As well might the defendants 
resort to physical force to enforce al- 
leged rights or redress real or Imagin- 
ary wrongs."

IS CHECK TO OTHER-COMBINES 


Court's Decision Declares Consolida- 


tion Is In Restraint of Trade and 
Therefore Inimical to Best Interests 
of People In Affected Territory. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 10.—The Unit 


ed States Court of Appeals, \iy it mum 
imous decision has held Illegal tho 
formation by James J. Hill and .1. Pier- 
pent Morgan of tlie Northern Sccurl 
ties company, with Its capital of $400.- 
000,000, controlling the Northern Pa 
clflc, the Great Northern and the Chi 
cage, Burlington & Qulncy railroads 
and enjoined Us operations. 


Every contention made by the Unit 


ed States government was upheld 
and, although an appeal will be taken 
at once to the United States Supremo 
court, little hope Is expressed that thi. 
decision will be reversed. 


Blocks Seven. Mergers. 


The decision not only puts th 


Northern Securities company out o 
business, but blocks effectively seven 
other great railway mergers wlilcl 
have been waiting to learn the fate o 
James J. Hill's first attempt at trans 
continental 
consolidation. 
Them 


mergers Included a combination of th 
Hoclc Island, 'Frisco and Santa F 
systems; a securities company to con- 
trol J. Plerpont Morgan's Southern 
railway systems; combinations of tbo 
Gould systems, the Harrlman interest!) 
and the Pennsylvania and Vamlerbllt 
interests. The St. Paul decision deals 
a death blow to these great consolida- 
tion projects by which half a dozen 
financiers—perhaps even one—would 
control absolutely the transportation 
Interests of the country. 


Text of Decision. 


The 
decision, written by Judge 


Thayer, anf. concurred In by Judges 
Caldwell, Sanborn and Vnndcrvantcr, 
is sweeping and emphatic. 
It gives 


•with great clearness the reasons why 
the merger of the three railroads In 
question,Is In restraint of trade and 
against the provisions of the Sherman 
law. 


The court. In so many words, de- 


clares that the Northern Pacific-, the 
Great ..Northern and tho Burlington 
railways, arc parallel and competing 
systems. The merger of these sys- 
tems, declares .the court, placed the 
control of the roads In the hands of a 
single person—to wit: the securities 


• company, and destroyed every ... jtlvo 


lor competition. 


Crushes Competition. 


Judge Thayor declares, his col- 


i leagues aHsentlng. that the organiza- 


tion of the Northern Securltie.-J com- 
pany has accomplished the object 
which const ess has declared Illegal. 
He says: "Competition would not be 


. more effectually restrained 
than 
It 


now Is If the two railroad companies 
•were consolidated 
under 
a 
single 


charter." 


The court thereupon enters a decree 


to the following effect: 


"Adjudging- that the rtock of tho 


Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies, now held by the Securities 
company, was acquired In virtue of a 
combination among the defendants, In 
restraint of trade 
and 
commerce 


among the never.il states, such as the 
anti-trust act denounces as Illegal; 


Issues Injunction. 


"Enjoining the securities company 


from acquiring or attempting to ac- 
quire further stock of cither of said 
companies; 


"Enjoining It from voting such stock 


at any meeting of the stockholders of 
either of said railroad companies, or 
exercising or attempting to exercise 
any control, direction, or supervision 
or Influence over tho acts of said com- 


' panics or either of them by virtue of 


Its holding such stock; 


"Enjoining tho Northern Pacific and 


Great Northern companies respective- 
ly, their olllcers, directors and agents, 
from permitting such stock 
to 
bo 


roted 'by the Northern Securities com- 
pany or any of Its agents or nttor- 
n'eys on its behalf, at any corporate 
election for directors or officers of 
cither of said companies.
